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PIONEERING SURGEON SAYS 'YES 
Heart Transplants: Are They Ethical?

News coverage of heart transplantation in the 
popular mass media has been widespread, enthus- 
iastic and, unfortunately, too often sensational and 
misleading. i : 

It has been miis- 
conceived in certain 
sections of the public 
both.as a panacea and 
as an unethical and 
unjustified form of 
treatment. Neither 
assertion is accurate. 


From -the_ first 
heart transplant in 
1967 until Apri] 1970, 
159 heart grafts had 
been pestorseed. These a 
operations. were _car- 
ried out in 20 different apres 
countries by 59 teams. But toward the end of 
1969 the number of transplants declined abruptly; 
while there were 114 operations in 1968, only 13 
were performed in 1969. In 1970, there have been 
just 6 operations. 


This sharp: decline most likely is due to the 


disappointing results. Some 635 per cent of the 
recipients died within the first three months of the 
operation and almost half ofthe survivors died 
within the next three months. Only 7 per cent lived 
with the new heart more than a year and 1 per cent 
more than 18 months. 


Yet, the underlying’ cause of both sharp rise 
and sharp decline is the lack of understanding of 
what — at our present stage of knowledge — heart 
tyansplantation has to offer dying patients: not a 
new and healthy life, but only a prolongation of life 
and alleviation of suffering. 


A patient chosen for cardiac transplant is a 
desperately sick man. He is beyond help of 
conventional therapy. He has reached the 
terminal stages of his disease. Heart transplanta- 
tion may ease and alleviate suffering while 
extending his life, but with our present limited 
knowledge it is not-a-cure. 


Approximately half of the mortally ill patients 
selected for heart transplantation suffered from 
coronary artery disease. Cardiomyopathy (disease 
of the heart muscle) and heart-valve disease each 
accounted for about 20 per cent, while 10 per cent 
had incurable defects from birth. In each case they 
were victims of such over-all heart damage that 
ultimate failure of the human pump was inevitable.

The only treatment available was human-to-human 
heart transplant. 


My collaborators and I performed this 
operation on five patients. Three of them survived 


Early on the morning of Jan. 2, 1968, a surgical 
team opened the chest of a 58-year-old South African 
dentist, Philip Blaiberg, and replaced his diseased, fal- 
tering heart with the healthy organ of a 24-year-old 
traffic victim. 

For the next 563 days until his death Aug. 17, 
1969, Blaiberg lived with the heart of another man 
beating in his chest. He said « transplant “is worth- 
while even for only 30 seconds of life.” 

Blaiberg’s daughter Jill has charged that he lived 
a life of hell because of the transplant, Dr. Christiaan 
Barnard, the surgeon responsible for the transplant, has 
written this article to set the record straight from the 
standpoint of his profession, medically and ethically. 
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for more than a year after transplantation. By 
performing heart transplants on these three 
patients, we achieved exactly what we set out to 
do. We definitely._prolonged their lives and 
alleviated their suffering. In so doing wé also 
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gained experience and knowledge that was com- 
municated immediately to our colleagues through- 
out the world. ¢ 2 


Patients with transplanted hearts have died 
not through the surgical experience, but because of 
rejection of the new heart by the bedy of the 
recipient, or because of the toxic effect of drugs 
used to fight this rejection. 


We do not understand fully why the human 
body not only refuses to accept, but actually 
attacks an organ grafted to it. We have learned 
through experience that some drugs, properly 
administered, can suppress this immunological 
attack. But our present knowledge of the 
suppression mechanism is limited. Until the 
problem of rejection is solved we:must accept the 
transplantation as palliative therapy — the therapy 
that provides relief and alleviation of suffering — 
but not a final cure. 


Since organ transplantation has evoked such 
mixed and even violent reaction, it is worthwhile to 
explore the ethics governing it by examining the 
three major areas of contention: the act itself, the 
recipient and the donor.

exploring the possibilty of correcting various 
defgcts that afflict the human heart. Rapid ad- 
vances. have been made and, by utilizing the 
heart-lung machine, a wide variety of heart defects 
have been corrected. But little progress has been 
made in treating lesions of the heart muscle. 


This is at present a great challenge to the 
cardiac surgeon, since muscle affliction is the most 
common cause of death from heart disease. The 
only logical method of treatment is to replace the 
heart function. 


Critics complain that manpower and financial ~expendi- 
tures imvolved .in transplant programs far outweigh the 
results obtained, and that other medical services have a 
more urgent and real claim to medical resources. But let me 


/ remind the reader that*similar attacks were once levelled by 


similar ‘critics at open-heart surgery. This criticism is 
extremely conservative and dangerously shortsighted. 

It is-currently..accepted that a -pati@ht should not be 
submitted for organ transplantation unless he suffers from an 
irreversible disease of the organ to be transplanted; that 
conventional therapy is. of no further avail, and that the 
patient has progressed to the terminal stages of the disease 
— in blunter terms, he should be dying. Surgical replacement 
of such a diseased organ may offer the patient a significant 
extension of life. For example, kidney recipients may look 
forward to several years of useful life. 


* * * 


We should note that there are recipients of heart and 
liver grafts who are in their second post-transplant year — 
and not without dramatic relief. Not only is there extension of 
life ‘but also a significant alleviation of life-crippling 
symptons, The transplant patient exchanges the horror of 
final cardiac’ failure for a life similar, to that.of.a.vigilantly 
controled diabetic; the distress of heart disease is exchanged 
for daily drug control and an extended life. 

For many years both the medical and lay public have 
accepted these three well-known indications of death: the 
brain ceases to function, spontaneous respiration! stops, and 
heart activity halts; 

Tt is only after the donor’s death is established that we 
perform a.post-mortem operation. The heart instead of being 
placed in a bottle, is transplanted into another body and 
restarted in an attempt to save a life or alleviate suffering. 

There is no estical principle which establishes this act as 
unacceptable or immoral. On the contrary, one can only 
conclude that it is unethical to allow such organs to putrefy 
with the cadaver, thus denying a potential recipient 
an extension of life, 

There are people who accept this argument and yet voice 
real mistrust of the management of the donor before the 
certification of death. Thesé misgivings are entirely 
unfounded, Years before surgeons embarked upon the 
transplantation of cadaver organs, neurologists and neuro- 
surgeons concluded that it was futile to keep patients alive — 
once there is undeniable and irreversible brain death. It has 
been universally accepted that when a human being arrives 
at this stage, artificial maintenance of life may be 
discontinued. 


* * * 


Only after the patient is declared dead is it possible to 
take measures to obtain viability of desired organs. Then a 
donor may be transferred to the transplant intermediary or 
referee, There seems little doubt that this is a morally and 
ethically acceptable sequence of events for this crucial point 
in the transplantation of an organ. 

Heart transplantation is similar in many ways to any 
ather organ transplantation, but unlike the kidney or liver, the 
heart must immediately support the recipient's circulation 
upon completion of the operation. Furthermore, should graft 
failure or rejection -ocour, there is no Tesource to any 
artifical means of taking over (or supporting) the heart's 
function for any length of time. 


After completing the difficult search for a suitable donor, 

the following criteria must be fulfilled: 

—AH legal requirements must be observed. 

—Care must be'taken that ‘a normal heart is transplanted. 

—The heart transplanted must be genetically as close as 
possible to the recipient's tissue. 

—There must be-no disease present that ean be transmitted 
from donor to recipient, 


Having met these criteria, the prospective donor is 
subjected to the following steps: 

—The blood group compatibility is tested. This takes only a 
few minutes and further preparation for transplant continues 
only if this is favorable. 

—The consent of relatives is obtained. -It is our exper- 
ence that this will not be withheld if the circumstances are 
explained sympathetically and carefully. 

—Further tests on the compatibility of the tissue are 
performed. 

—The normality of the heart is established by a careful 
history of past or present filnesses of the donor. This is 
obtained from relatives. Then, a thorough physical, X-ray and 
electrocardiographie examination of the potential donor is 
made. cid 


* * * 


—Evidence of (infectious disease is. sought and excluded 
by careful history and physical examination. 

Because of his failing heart and circulation, a patient 
chosen for cardiac transplantation is very prone to pulmonary 
and kidney disease with a greater risk of infection after the 
operation, This risk of infection is increased by the necessity 
large doses of steroids. 

Extreme precautions are taken to provide him with an 
environment as free from bacteria as possible. 

Here are some of the preventive measures we took with a 
reeent patient: 

—Before the operation the patient was washed daily 
with hexachlorophene soap. Swabs.were taken from the skin, 
nose, throat, mouth and rectum and examined for the 
possible presence of potential pathogens, especially yeasts. 
Any obvious septic lesion was treated vigorously. ‘ 

—Nurses and medicalstaff who handled the patient 
post-operatively had the same swabs taken. 

—The patient’s room was isolated and thoroughly 
cleaned ¢by' bof gaseotis disinfection and thorough 
disinfectant washing of walls and furniture. Mattresses and 
pillows were autoclaved and cavered with plastic. Apparatus 


was dismantled and cleaned, and all parts that could be

autoclaved or boiled were so treated. Every possible measure 
was taken to prevent the patient's exposure to infection. 


To suppress the body's defence mechanism following 
transplant, the patient must be given high doses of immuno- 
suppressive drugs, On the day of the operation 5 milligrams 
of a cortisone preparation is administered, with the daily 
dose gradually reduced to 30 milligrams for one year. Other 
drugs are prescribed at the highest possible dose. ‘ 


If at any time rejection becomes clinically recognizable, 
the cortisone preparation must be increased immediately to 
as much as 3 times the normal daily dosage to suppress the 
immunological attack. Once the clinical rejection is under 
control this dosage is gradually reduced to the maintenance 
level, 


*~ * * 


The freshly transplanted organ must maintain normal 
body functions while fighting the rejection process. Therefore, 
it is of utmost importance to prevent rejection. We feel that 

“this: can be done by treating the patient weekly—once 
maintenance-immunosuppression has been reached—with a 
single high dose of steroids. 


Despite its problems, this operation can alleviate pain 
and extend life in a manner equal to or better than the 
treatment long accepted as the only way to deal with forms 
of cancer. 


Because we would like to apply the results of animal and 
laboratory experiments to human beings to further our 
scientific knowledge and to help the suffering of humanity, 
the World Medical Association has prepared recommenda~- 
tions as a guide to each doctor engaged in clinical research. 
One of these recommendations is that in the treatment of a 
sick person, a doctor’must be free to use a new therapeutic 
measure if, in his judgment, it offers hope of saving life, re- 
establishing health or alleviating suffering. That we have 
succeeded in doing this in organ transplantation—there is no 
doubt in my mind. . 


* * * 


To curb transplantation ‘at this stage would be to strangle 
one of the most promising, and exciting fronts of medical 
endeavor. Daily we are learning more about the rejection of 
foreign bodies, and its suppression and the extension of life. 
Only through further experience will vital organ replacement 
‘become a routine and life-saving procedure. 


To deny medicine its full thrust in this direction would be 
irresponsibly short-sighted. Indeed, it is difficult not to 
conclude that any withdrawal from this new frontier would be 
professionallly ‘unethical. We have only to continue 
transplantation on a most active scale.

The Middle Eastern Brink 


Arab and Jew; their goal is the an- 
nihilation of Israel, But King Hus- 
sein has long been a moderating in- 
fluence in the Middle East; he has 


“the national 
liberation’ movement in the Arab 
east,” and disclosure that the 
United States 6th Fleet was moving 
nearer to the trouble spot with the 
implication that planes or troops 
might intervene. to rescue American 
citizens and hostages or to bolster 
King Hussein’s throne. 

It was the latter possibility 
which Moscow evidently had in 
mind in its reference to the 
“liberation movement.” But the 
Russians must be in a quandary 
because they have officially taken a 
dim view of the Arab guerrillas’ 
seizure of airline hostages and 
destruction of the aircraft, while on 
the other hand they would favor in 
principle an uprising against mon- 
archy. 

The tangled motives and pres- 
sures in the confused Middle East 
cauldron aré_no better illustrated 
than by the possibility that Israel 
could also find itself going to King 
Hussein’s assistance. The Palestin- 
ian guerrillas have sworn to destroy 
any hope of peace-making between 


Israel’s charges that Egypt has 


_infringed the anti-armament agree- 


ment in the Suez area, and now the 
turmoil within Jordan itself, have 
stalled the projected talks under UN 
auspices. This in a sense is a victory 


~ for the Palestinian forces, but they’ 


have taken a desperate road in 
calling for an outright challenge to 
the Jordanian government. They 
have split the Arab ranks, shocked 
world opinion, ‘disconcerted Russia 
—the main source of Arab arms— 


given the United States an opening 


to display more force in the area, 
and_created a situation which may 
turn to Israel’s decided advantage. 


Several dangers are obvious. 
First, the threat of a clash between 
Russia and the United States if the 
latter intervenes as it did in the 
Dominican, Republic; secondly, the 
possibility that Egypt or any other 
Arab state might seize the oppor- 
tunity presented by the spreading 
turmoil to launch an attack on 
Israel; thirdly, the possibility that 
King Hussein may be driven from 
Jordan and an intransigent Palestin- 
jan regime, dedicated to unrelenting 
war against Israel, take over. We 
are seeing brinkmanship of a highly 
hazardous type, and the tinder box 
has moved much nearer to the 
powder keg. 


A Swedish Trend to Follow 


PARAPHRASE AN OLD 
nursery rhyme, wherever 
Sweden goes the rest of the 
industrialized world is sure to 
follow. If not altogether true, 
Sweden has set trends in welfare 
matters, sexual morals and tech- 
nology that have been adopted in 
varying degree by other. Western 
nations. In the less controversial 
area of pollution control the Swedes 
are far ahead of most other 
industrialized nations. 
With 70 per cent of the Swedish 
population living in urban centres, 
the people have become very 
conscious of deterioration of their 
environment. In 1969 alone, 250,000 
persons passed through government- 
run evening classes on: the tech- 
niques of pollution control. Another 
10,000 persons graduated to take a 
longer course which enabled them to 
become pollution control officers. 
But government does not limit itself 
simply to informing citizens of 
pollution dangers. Last year Sweden 
became the first country to, ban all 
DDT insecticides, The sulphur con- 
tent of oil was limited to 2.5 per 
cent by weight, and this limit is to 
be further reduced. Stockholm set 
the Swedish standard by limiting 


oil-sulphur content to one per cent. 
To supervise these and other limits 
the government has set up the Na- 
tional Swedish Conservation Office. 


No new factories can be_con- 
structed unless they can prove that 
their operation will not further 
harm the environment. Existing 
industry receives government 
grants of up to 25 per cent of the 
cost involved in installing anti- 
pollution equipment. In line with 
these. penalties and incentives, the 
government has insisted that all 
industry must meet the pollution 
limits by 1972, although less pros- 
perous firms will be allowed. short 
extensions. 


In the. aftermath of the Great 
Lakes Environmental Conference in 
which a proposal that the Interna- 
tional: Joint Commission be em- 
powered to “order” enforcement of 
uniform pollution standards was 


“ehanged to one of “recommend and 


promote” enforcement of pollution 
standards, North Americans can 
recognize their inadequate approach 
compared with the Swedish 
example.. As the well-known comic 
strip character, Pogo says, “We 
have seen the enemy, and he is us.” 


University Philosophy, FBI Style 


S AMERICAN UNIVERSITIES 

and colleges prepared to open 
for the fall term, Mr. J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the U.S. Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, offered 
comment on earlier disorders on the 
campus and .advised law enforce- 
ment agencies of what they might 
expect. 

Mr. Hoover had the right to 
express his own opinions on the 
situation and to remind peace- 
keeping authorities of points to keep 
in mind. “The: campus,” he pointed 
out, “is nota privileged sanctuary 
and law-breaking in any form 
should not be condoned.” 

While calling for vigorous en- 
forcement’ of the law, he also 
warned those who enforce it to 
avoid action “tainted with excessive 


. force on the venting of emotions 


unworthy of a professional police 
officer.” 

So far,s6 good — or at least in 
context. 
‘It comes oddly, however, from a 
man in his position to set out the 


u 


objectives of a university, as he did, 
even in such generalized terms as 
maintaining “an uninterrupted 
atmosphere conducive to eduea- 
tional excellence.” And he seems to 
be entering an area more suitable 
for university administrations when 
he continues: “Let-not the issue of 
student conduct be clouded by 
philosophical mouthings of  self- 
determination, cries of repression, 
or claims of attack against intellec- 
tual freedom.” 


Who sets the ground rules for 
the operation of American univer- 
sities, théir administrations or the 
FBI? And does Mr. Hoover possess 
the reputation that guarantees 
complete impartiality on issues of 
philosophy, self-determination and 
intellectual freedom? 


The head of the FBI is in an 
excellent position to discuss issues 
concerning what: used to be called 
“college cops.” ‘That does not, 
however, automatically qualify him 
as an oracle on education.

In the Hollow of the Computer's Hand 


'Y LAMARSH, rummaging some 

years ago In the Gilded Cage, pro- 
duced a number for each Canadian. Most 
citizens received these gifts with equan- 
imity: an exception 
being John Diefen- 
baker, who blew a 
‘gasket. Mr. Diefen- 
baker’s forebodings 
might have - been 
more widely shared 
if research had ex- 
tended at that time 
to the experience of 
Sweden. 

That country, 
according to an arti- 
cle in the magazine Sweden Now, has @ 
head start in the race towards 1984. It 
began years ago when practical bureau- 
crats first became dazzled with com- 
puters. 


It is one of the peculiarities of 
Sweden that the country is overrun with 
Anderssons, Peterssons, Karlssons and 
Svenssons. This situation is very upset- 
ting for computers which tend to be 
strong on numbers but weak at names. 
So the Swedish government, not content 
with issuing numbers, set up a special 
office to persuade the Anderssons, 
Peterssons, Karlssons and Svensons to 
change their names. 

The changeover, it is agreeable to 
read, involves all sorts of difficulties but 
very probably the Karlssons became 
Svensons, and the Svenssons Anderssons 
without so much as a thought for the 
sulking computer. ’ 

But this is not the end of the matter. 
Change is subject to one restriction: 
Swedes are supposed to have Swedish 
names. 


To arm them against error, a com- 
puter has been given the job of grinding 
out names by the thousands, each having 
an authentic, officially approved, Scandi- 
navian character or sound. 

With our government already in the 
business of subsidizing and influencing 
computers, this opens a frightening 
prospect. 


Western 


Mr. Trudeau removed the state from 
the bedrooms of the nation but can he 
keep these arrogant devices out of our 
personal affairs? Will the citizen of 
tomorrow start out with a name and end 
up a mere punch card? 

Some obviously aré more threatened 
than others; among them the Smiths, the 
Murphys, the MacDonalds, the Trem- 
blays, the Gagnons. The very thought of 
a Smith is enough to give a computer 
convulsions. But how many, even among 
conservative Smiths, responded when 
Mr. Diefenbaker (who was only remotely 
threatened) embarked on his lonely 
crusade? 


There is a certain smug complacency 
about the article in Sweden Now. 
Computers are now clattering away 
merrily in Swedish hospitals. Carefree 
patients take their hernias to “medifac- 
tories” where they are punched in and 
stitched out, 

Payment presumably is automatic. 

The country is whirring its way into 
the cashless and chequeless society. 
Everything will be electronically credited 
and debited and no Swede will have a 
chance to worry about the diminishing 
value of his krona since he will not even 
see it. 


Accepted by Labor 


The computer also governs labor 
negotiations. Foreign observets, accord- 
ing to Sweden Now, find it fascinating 
that trade union representatives are 
willing to“trust a computer that belongs 
to the employers’ confederation. This 
sounds like the millenium. 

What we are more likely to get in this 
country is computer confrontation, which 
has already developed in federal-provin- 
cial relations. Mr. Roberts’ computer, 
according to reports, is in disagreement 
with Mr. Bensons’ computer. 

But too much may be made of this: 
so are many aroused citizens who would 
not know a computer from a washing 
machine. 

In the matter-of taxation, however, 
the Swedish experience sounds directly 


familiar. Mr. Karlsson receives a tax 
notice, all neatly printed by computer 
but totally incomprehensible. He calls 
the tax office and ‘‘after going through 
the usual bureaucratic jungle’ is con- 
nected with a girl who “invariably” 
says: “The bill is correct.”” She says 
this, of course, after prodding from the 
computer which hates to admit that Mr. 
Karlsson has got Mr. Svensson’s bill. 

Mr. Karlsson on asking to speak to 
the computer, is informed that the tax 
office is not amused. Again, this means 
that the computer is not amused, 
computers being notoriously deficient in 
a sense of humor. 


Humans Rebuffed 


Nonetheless Mr. Karlsson persists. 
Much good it does him because the 
computer is already busy sending out 
officious pay-up notices ending with a 
warning that the sheriff will be around in 
the morning to collect the furniture. 

Sweden now wonders, although only 
for a moment, if things have not gone 
too far.

is talking of ringing our 
harbor in with immense buildings. There 
is good open. space all around the 
Caugeway and more is being planned on 
the Ocean Cement property. The Reid 
Centre would provide a fine link in our 
waterfront development and there would 
be plenty of harbor viewing space here 
too, : 

With the Centre completed — even 
with delay, as now seems inevitable — 
you could stroll around the Causeway, 
through a new park area where the 
Ocean Cement now stands, past the 
quaint old Malahat Building and up a 
variety of scenic routes along a lower 
and upper terrace on the Reid property 
and so to Bastion Square. 

What could be nicer than this variety 
of pedestrian walkways, parks, marine 
activity, terraces, planting, shops and 
ever changing interest? 

That bit of waterfront from the 
Causeway to Johnson Street Bridge has. 
been more or less derelict for 30 to 40 
years and it might quite well remain 
that way for many more if we scuttle 
this development. 

It’s going to cost considerable to turn 
Ocean Cement into a park, but this 
would be very handsomely offset by the 
tax revenue from the Reid Centre. 

It’s out of our reach to think that we 
could buy and take out of the tax roll the 
Reid property and then maintain it as a 
park. For those who have been complain- 
ing about high city taxes, here is your 
chance to speak out: more expensive 
parks or a charming development that 
improves a low tax yield area? 

Some worry about the towers, but 
remember they are to be tall and thin 
instead of short and fat so there will be 
plenty of scenery between. 

Remember too that this is a windy 
spot with the prevailing wind funnelling 
in the harbor entrance — it’s not even as 
sheltered as the Causeway and I think 
more people will enjoy looking out over 
harbor activity from behind sheltering 
glass than if sitting on grass. 

If you haven't looked at the model 
then please do so before you criticize and 
I suggest that it be set up in the City Hall 
Lobby by the Information Desk so it’s 
easy to get at. It’s been displayed in 
Eatons and Standard Furniture, but a re- 
showing would be appropriate. 

Our former’ Mayor Hugh Stephen 
worked long and hard to bring this de- 
velopment about and many hours. of 
planning time by the permanent City 
Hall staff have gone into finalizing de- 
tails. Let's not kill probably the great- 
est development offered to Victoria since 
the turn of the century.

Gaglardi’s Priorities 

In many respects the summer has 
been a long dry one as far as welfare 
Services are concerned. Many public 
officials have quite properly expressed 
concern over these services. Unfortun- 
ately their concern has not so much been 
over the quality but over the high costs. 
Few have indeed shown any understand- 
ing of the nature of welfare services, the 
needs of the citizens who require them 
and what the alternatives are if you do 
not provide them, even in a minimal 
way. The problem is not so much that 
public men are unkind as that they are 
uninformed. 

Mr. Gaglardi, perhaps more than any 
other public figure, has the greatest 
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responsibility toward welfare services 
and those people who require them. 
Upon him to a large extent the quality of 
service rests. His latest comments with 
respect to job opportunities in British 
Columbia raise questions as to whether 
he has acted as wisely as he should. 
There is no evidence for instance that 
there are 10,000 jobs in British Columbia 
and indeed there is no evidence that he 
has found a significant number of jobs 
for those in receipt of assistance. 

There is some evidence that-he has 
reduced his own social work staff from 
420 in May of this year to 404 in 
September and at a time when the 
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caseloads have increased by almost 
10,000 over those for the same period a 
year ago. Mr. Gaglardi who has the 
opportunity of. strengthening welfare 
services and of improving standards of 
services. has, so it appears, chosen to 
move in a direction consistent with 
poorer services and a lowering of morale 
among his staff. 

It was most unfortunate that he chose 
to ignore the Welfare Congress estab- 
lished by his predecessor, for such a 
congress is composed as it was of 
citizens who were not only eminently 
reasonable but were among the better 
informed. One cannot help but feel that

unless “Mr. Gaglardi is prepared to 
examine his role in greater depth he will 
end up making unworkable one of the 
better public welfare programs in North 
America. 

It is our hope he will give thought not 
only to the priority of needs but to the 
strengthening of the quality and ade- 
quacy of his services to families, to the 
expansion of much needed Day Care 


services and services to older people who— 


require supervised care. — C. K, 
Toren, President, B.C. Association of 
Social Workers.

‘Of Science © 


Must 


Slow 


By KENNETH W. BOULDING 


(Scientist Boulding wrote this article for the Bulletin of 
Atomic Scientists, It was excerpted by the 
Washington Post) 


There is a certain implicit assumption today that 


science is something above and beyond society, a_ 


kind of genie out of a bottle which promises or 
threatens to do all sorts of good and bad things to us, 
but which belongs, as it were, to another order of 


creation. 


But this view of science as 
a genie outside of society, 
whether angelic or demonic, 
will not stand up to serious 
examination, 

Even though the rise of 
science might have something 
of the impact of a “revela- 
tion” in sociological terms — 
that is, as a creation of 
evolutionary potential which 
is realized as the years go by 
— it is still a revelation which 
is very firmly embedded in 
human society and must be 
visualized as a phenomenon 
taking place, as far as we 
know, wholly within human 
society. 

We have to regard science 
as a “phylum” (as the term 
is used by Pierre Tielhard de 
Chardin), that is, as an 
expanding movement within 
the four-dimensional space- 
time continuum of the social 
system, 


Existed First 
In Underworld 


The subculture of science 
began with a small group of 
people in Europe in. the 
second half of the 16th” 
century, suffering some 
persecutions — on the whole 
fairly mild — and having to 
exist first in something of an 
underworld. 

One can perhaps date the 
chartering of the Royal 
Society in 1662 in London as 
the first great legitimizing 
act, with Charles II as the 
Constantine of science, From 
this point on, there is no 
doubt about the legitimacy 
and respectability of the 
scientific subculture, even 
though from time to time it 
comes into conflict with other 
subcultures iin the society, 
such as the church and occa- 
sionally perhaps even the 
state. 

A conflict between science 
and the rest of society stil 
arises in part because of the 
conflicting ethical systems in 
the different subculfures. 
There is increasing unhappi- 
ness in the scientific com- 
munity with secrecy, with the 
sort of deceptions which 
international politics seem to 
demand and with the military 
ethic. 

It could well be that in the 
next generation we shall see a 
conflict between science and 
the military state as severe 
and as acute as the conflict it 
had in earlier centuries with 
the church, especially where 
the demands of the state for 
its own survival go counter to 
the interests even of its own 
citizens and, still more, the 
interests of the world as a 
whole. 


Enemy of Its 
Own Citizens 


The military state then may 
become an enemy of its own 
citizens, and doubly —the 
enemy of the scientific 
community. 

Perhaps the most difficult 
ethical problem. of the scien 
tific community arises not so 
much from conflict with other 
aubcultures as from its own 
sucess. 

Nothing fails like success 


because we don't learn from 
it. We learn only from failure. 

One could argue indeed that 
the very -success of the 
scientific community is a 
result of the fact that it 
succeeded in legitimating 
failure and hence removed 
the main obstacle to the 
growth of human knowledge, 
which is the refusal to learn 
from failure because of the 
threat which this poses to our 
identity as a person. 

In the scientific community, 
the propositions and theories 
of the scientist were divorced, 
at least in part, from his 
status as a person. 

We see this in one of the 
great moral myths of the 
scientific _community: the 
scientist is. pleased when his 
particular theories are dis- 
proved, The fact that in 
practice his pleasure may not 
be entirely unalloyed does not 
diminish the importance of 
the principle. 

This very toleration and 
legitimation of failure has 
produced a stupendous suc- 
cess, the witness to which is 
the great science-based tech- 
nology which has developed 
since the middle of the 19th 
century, the great symbols of 
which are the decline in 
“infant” mortality (under the 
age of 70), nuclear weapons 
and the voyage to the moon. 

This enormous success has 
given man the power either to 
destroy himself or to move 
forward into a quite different 
state of human life which I 
call the “developed society,” 
this being presumably what 
we get as a result of the 
process of development. 

Unfortunately, we do not 
really. know what the devel- 
oped society will look like; 
simply because it is impos- 
sible to predict the growth of 
knowledge. 


‘Fundamental 
Surprise’ 


If we could predict what we 
are going to know, say, in 25 
years, we would know it now. 
We can speculate, of course, 
about what seems probable, 


but any system involving 
knowledge has to contain 
what I call fundamental 
surprise. ; 


A very important question, 
which never seems to be 
asked, is: When will science 
come to an end; that is, 
when will this expansion of 
knowledge which has been the 
result of the scientific sub- 
culture begin to approach its 
asymptote? 

One proposition about whigh 
I feel a good deal of 
confidence is that no process 
of exponential growth goes on 
for very long, and that all 
growth processes. eventually 
run into diminishing rates of 
growth, 

New processes, of course, 
may start off by the creation 
of new evolutionary potential, 
but this is . fundamentally 
unpredictable. : 

If we think of the growth of 
scientific. knowledge as a 
single process, which in a 
sense it is, it is clear that this 
will follow the same kind of 
logistic curve that all the 


world’s growth processes , 
follow, simply because it is 
expanding into a territory that 
is ultimately limited. 


‘Return to Spaceship Earth’ 


As we get older, we have 
fewer marbles, but arrange 
them in prettier patterns. For 
the human race as a whole, 
we overcome the aging pro- 
cess by transmitting knowl- 
edge through education to 
the young. There are limits on 
both of these processes, and 
the larger the stock of 
knowledge the more we 
approach these limits, 


It is quite easy to visualize 
a situation, perhaps even in 
100 years, in which the stock 
of knowledge will be so large 
that the whole effort of the 
knowledge industry will have 
to be devoted to transmitting 
it from one generation to the 
next. 


Insatiable 
Monster 


Education is an insatiable 
monster that will eventually 
gobble up all of research, and 
at that moment the growth of 
Science will come to an end. 

This moment may be closer 
than we think. We are now in 
approximately the middle 
range of the logistic curve of 
growth up experiencing, and 
growth of science, so that we 
have grown up experiencing, 
and therefore expecting, a 
reasonably - constant rate of 
growth, : 

The decline in the rate of 
growth when it comes may be 
quite rapid and will almost 
certainly be unexpected. 

The problem is complicated 
by the fact that science is not 
a single process but repre- 
sents, as it were, a whole 
succession of growth curves, 
in which potentfal is ex- 
hausted in one : field but 
renewed in another. 


Thus, in terms of sheer 
physical geography, the earth 
is now almost completely 
mapped, although even when I 
was a boy there were still 
white spaces on the globe. 

leré- we see knowledge 
expanding into a limited field 
which: it has now virtually 
occupied; no great increase in 
knowledge can now be 
expected. 

On the other hand, in other 
areas like meteorology, the 
physiology and structure of 
the nervous system and the 
social] sciences, we still have a 
long way to go. 

The one thing we know 
about a developed society is 
that it has to inhabit a 
“Spaceship Earth."’ It is well 
recognized that our existing 
technology is fundamentally 
suicidal, resting as it does on 
a linear process which begins 
with the extraction of ex- 
haustible resources in the 
shape of ores and fossil fuels 
and ends in pollution. 

The great unsolved problem of 
technology is that of creating 
ing what —is—being called a 
“‘looped"’ economy, in which 
man finds a comfortable life 
in the middle of the process 
which is essentially circular; 
that is, in which the waste 
products of human activity 
are all used as raw materials 
for the next cycle of pro- 
duction, 


Ultimately, it is clear that 
we will have to use the 


atmosphere, the oceans and 
the soil .as_ inexhaustible 
material resources in the 


sense that what we take from 
them we will also put back 
into them. 

The scientific subculture 
and related technology have 
produced an enormous impact 
on all other subcultures, 
whether it is the family, the 
church or the state, the 
military or the arts, or the 
youth, the middle aged or the 
aged. 

The most obvious impact is 
the sheer, economic one. 
Science is supported mainly 
by the ‘grants economy, and 
the grants mainly come from 
non-scientific subcultures like 
the military or the politicial. 

These -economic relations 
unquestionably divert the 
dynamic process of the 
growth of science in the 
direction of the tunes that the 
pipers are willing to pay for. 

These interactions between 
science and its economic base 
may thus produce severe 
misallocation of intellectual 
resources, Certainly in terms 
of the priorities of human 
survival, the resources which 
are devoted to the military 
and the space enterprise would 
seem to be grotesquely large 
by comparison with resources 
devoted ‘to such things as 
peace research and econologi- 
cal survival. 

Perhaps the next generation 
will change all this. One of 
the most encouraging signs of 
the times is the extraordiary 
mobilization of youth in ques- 
tioning the established values 
of virtually all subcultures of 
all societies. 

While this questioning can 
degenerate into nihilism or a 
retreat into superstition, it can 
also force us into painful re- 
appraisals of many of the 
things that we have hitherto 
taken for granted. 


Good Person, 
Good Life 


It questions the sub- 
servience of the scientific 
community either to the state 
or to commercial interests. It 
insists that the only ultimate 
product of technology that 
makes any sense is the good 
person and the good life, 
however this may be in 
terpreted. 

We recognize grave dangers 
in this movement. It could 
lead to monstrous perver- 
sions, as the youth movement 
in Germany was perverted by 
Hitler. 

If the scientific community, 
however, is sensitive to the 
fact that it is not the only 
subculture on the beach, and 
that it must maintain subtle 
inputs and outputs and even 


bargaining relationships with | 


the other subcultures around 
it, there is a good chance that 
this increased awareness of 
the world may enable us to 
avoid the traps with which 
the whole developmental 
process is increasingly beset. 

The. scientific 
and science-based technology 
represent a kind of takeoff 
from the old world of classi- 
cal civilization. The ‘“‘flight”’ 
of development cannot go on 


forever. At some point there | 


must be a re-entry into Space- 
ship Earth, This re-entry will 
present acute difficulties. 

If, however, 
clear view of the nature of 
the problem, a certain opti- 
mism about our power to 
solve it is entirely reasonable. 

The-_-one__great_.cause for 
optimism indeed is the clear 
fact that the evolutionary 
potential 
nervous system is very far 
from having been exhausted 
and that there is no non- 
existence theorem at present 
about continued human 
learning. 

Human learning is the key 
to all our social problems, 
whether of population, war or 
entropy. 

The possibility that we 
night find out something 
about human learning which 
would enable us to accelerate 
it is an even greater reason 
for long-run optimism. - If 
short-run disasters are not 
irretrievable, they will be 
retrieved.

‘Check Your Firearms Here’

Manila is a city of cheeseburgers and, backyard 
barbecues and hot dog stands, of motels and curtained 
day clubs with soft lights and soothing singers for 
businessmen prone to fatigue at two in the afternoon, of 
memorial parks in Californian style where mortal man 
may buy his plot, erect his own engraved mausoleum, 
and have nothing left to do but die. 

Its money looks like the American dollar, and its 
newspapers use typefaces once dear to Times Square. In 
Manila the happy American finds himself nostalgically 
reminded of his own great heritage of the twenties. 

“Check your firearms here,’’ reads a- notice at the 
entrance to Congress, and I duly check with a gentle, 
corpulent official wearing yellow shoes, an olive shirt, and 
a small straw hat with a-tartan ribbon. ‘“‘Desposit your 
lethal weapons,’’ says another at the municipal 
waterworks with its charming children’s playground. For 
the republic is a colorful garden of variegated violence 
with an average annual yield of from ten to fifteen 
thousand murders. : 


The administration is only faintly sketched in over 
much of the archipelago and is hampered by a carefully 
cultivated contempt for. the law common to the city 
gunman and the flick-knife boy in the shanty-towns of 
Manila, the Christian and Muslim in the deep south who 
settle ideological differences in blood, and scantily-clad 
Igorot tribesmen who develop an urge to collect human 
heads each year when the flame-of-the-forest blooms 
again. 

That does not take into account rival police in 
neighboring suburbs, who have been known to shoot it out 
between them while the hoodlums leoked on at this 
somewhat unusual form of gang war. There are about 
320,000 licensed firearms in the country, and perhaps half- 
a-million more with which it is not authorized to kill at 
all. In 1968 a report before Congress disclosed that 
syndicates would commit a modestly-priced murder to 
order for as little. as $250, and I have heard $25 
mentioned as a reserve.

Around the scimitar-like curve of the Manila Bay 
strip on Roxas Boulevard the supper-clubs rival each 
other in legitimate luxury, but are flanked by plush little 
gambling casinos with entrances like double airlocks in 
an H-bomb shelter. I tap on an outside door and a small 
panel opens to reveal a pair of half-closed eyes to which I 
say softly and forgivingly “Jesus sent me.” 

The door opens to let me in, but behind it is a black 
curtain, and when I have fought my way through that I 
am in a cubicle about the size of an up-ended cabin trunk 
facing a very fat man indeed in a “barong tagalong’’ with 
much fancy weaving on it, while a small candle-faced 
aceomplice leans against what is left of the space. 

The fat man frisks me, and I am passed through a 
sliding door.— only to find myself in a second cabin-trunk 
with another fat man who also frisks me. I am then 
allowed into the club to lose a little money. 


A shocked Congress, hearing that one of their number 
had actually been detained by the National Bureau of 
Investigation when caught frequenting an illegal gaming 
house like this, reacted vigorously in 1963 by cutting off 
the N.B.I.’s entire budget allocation. 

The Spanish-American mastermix may have given 
the Philippines flagellating exhibitionists and air- 
conditioned cells for Dominican monks, but it has also 
created the charming illusion that human equals human. 

I remember my first humiliating attempts to see 
Vice-President Emmanual Pelaez in Manila by applying

ingratiatingly through the correct official channels, to be 
rightly regarded with contempt by all the bureaucratic 
flunkeys in my path. 


One day I told a Filipino colleague of my problem: 
Pelaez was-giving-me the anti-British brush-off. He at 
once made a telephone call which established that at that 
very. moment the vice-president was on his way to a 
private room in a smart down-town restaurant, in which 
he was throwing lunch for senior members of the 
diplomatic corps. “Okay,” said Benedicto David, “we go 

Frilly with my old world servility, I protested that we 
could not barge in on a formal vice-presidential lunch, but 
David simply jeered, and before I knew where we were, 
we were thrusting our way through a phalanx of lackeys 
and two swing doors into an air-conditioned ante-room 
full of dignified middle-aged gentlemen conversing 
politely in subdued tones and conservatively cut suits, 

i) 

Without hesitation, David dragged me towards a tall, 
greying figure who was gazing at him rather blankly 
from the very middle of the concourse, like Nelson in 
Trafalgar Square. When we arrived before him, 
however, David said: “Hi, Mani, I want you to meet 
Dennis Bloodworth of the London Observer.” The_Vive- 
President said ‘‘Hi, there, let's go sit over in the corner 
away fom the mob,” and we were in. 

This is free-and-easy catch-as-catch-can democracy. 
No punch lines are pulled in or out of Congress and 
Asia's shrillest, most uninhibited press will call the head 
of state a “liar’’ or ‘‘a coward, and a poltroon.” 

In the Philippines money makyth man and anything 
is just possible. At one end of the scale a Congressional 
Bill to nationalize the rice industry is held up for 24 hours 
so that. desperate private dealers- who stand to lose 
fortunes can be squeezed stone dry when they make their 
last-minute cash bid to have it thrown out; at the other 
Filipino firemen let shyps and houses burn while, hoses 
idle, they haggle with distraught Chinese owners over the 
prevailing price of water. 

The temptation to look upon democracy in the 
Philippines as a tragi-comic circus inspired by Li'l Abner 
is not blunted by the behavior of Congressmen like the 
one who submitted to the Speaker's office a Bill for 
outlawing typhoons. But it is to be noted that the military 
coup d’etats that shake most of the capitals of the Far 
East are unknown in this republic, that the peasant in the 
barrio is the most pilitically aware villager in Southeast 
Asia, fhat the parliamentary structure is firmly based on 
two main parties, and that — an almost unique 
Phenomenon is the egion — power actually does change 
hands constitutionally whenever the ballot dictates. 
Filipinos enjoy. the most exhilarating, irreverent 
experiment in freedom in South-East Asia.

Democracy is an American graft on an Asian trunk, 
however, and it does not mean in Mindamao what it 
means in Massachusetts. 

Graft, corruption, conflicting business interests and 
pressure groups, political jealousies and a dilatory 
Congress provide enough cotton wool to turn any re- 
forming Presidential punch into pata-a-cake. Student 
rioting which broke out in Manila early in 1970 was 
prompted by fury with the sick Filipino system more 
than resentment at American privilege. 

The conditions for revolution are present, and given 
enough licence democracy may still dig its own grave.

THE RECORD SHOWS 


Dear Old Britain 


—Great as Ever 


By Jack Scott 


Would you hold still for just one more piece 
about Britain and then—honest!—we'll get back to 
more immediate things. 


As a confirmed, card-carrying Anglophile, you 
see, I've been perplexed and appalled, in the year 
since we came back home, by the prevailing 
Canadian outlook on Britain. 


Wherever I've been, from Toronto to Sooke, there’s a 
cockeyed notion that the United Kingdom is on the skids, a 
crippled, toothless lion, a nation sinking, giggling, beneath the 
waves. There’s a curiously condescending, superior feeling 
that, life here in-North America is somehow richer, more 
progressive, more meaningful than it is in those islands. And 
nothing could be more wrong. 


Some of the blame, if not most of 
it, must be put on the successful British 
immigrant who, perhaps justifying his 
decision, is ever ready to lacerate his 
native land, often savagely. I've met 
them in Toronto, in Vancouver, in 
Victoria. I’m trying very. hard not to 
meet any more, 

Some of the blame falls, too, on the 
news media where there’s an habitual 
disproportionate play on any London- 
datelined report that smacks of doom 
and gloom. This originates, to some 
extent, in London where, until the 
election of Edward Heath, so much of 
the anti-Labor, anti-Wilson press was 
self-denigrating, hand-wringing and 
breast-beating.

It was David Frost, a bright Englishman who caricatures 
himself on American television, who put his finger on this. 


Noting the prevailing mood of the pundits to picture 
Britain as the crumbling ruins of a derelict empire with a 
doubtful currency and a Royal Mint with a hole in the 
middle, he marvelled: “Yet, if. you look around England, 
what do you see? Full stomachs, smiling faces and a general 
sense of the mid-day sun. Expenditure in the shops last 
Christmas reached an historic. peak which will almost 
certainly "be topped this Christmas. Estate agents report a 
strong market for houses over $25,000.” 


There—and here—the classic journalistic coverage of 
Britain today is the continuing fiscal economic problem. It is 
a genuine problem, true enough. Wilson’s devaluation of the 
pound clearly demonstrated that. Yet the deeper, surely more 
significant story is the recovery that Britain has made and is 
making ahd the self-evident fact that, with admission into the 
European Common Market, she’s poised for a great thrust 
forward in the 70s. 


* * * 


I was working down the hall in The Times building from 
the office of the Christian Science Monitor, a good paper, 
when the senior correspondent, John Allan May, headed a 
team of ‘writers in an exhaustive study of Britain. May’s 
conclusion struck me as the truest thing about the U.K. to 
appear in a North American newspaper. 


“T must say it’s been quite an eye-opener,” he concluded. 
“As we all know, Great Britain spent virtually its entire 
accumulated treasure in fighting the Second World War, part 
of the time almost alone. Now it has built. it all up again. Its 
roads are crammed with 10 million private cars.,Its people 
have $60 billion on short-term deposit in banks and finance 
houses. Its export record is second only to West Germany’s, 
and its import record is second to none. It provides jobs for 
25 million people. Its international investments are enormous. 
Even its banks have 4,300 international branches. Yet Britain 
is supposed tobe broke!’ 


How many Victorians, I wonder, exposed to those who 
hav® left Britain, are aware of this? How many, I wonder, 
realize that poverty, as a statistically definable way of life, is 
more prevalent in Canada than in Britain? That 
unemployment percentages which would bring down a British 
government are placidly accepted heré? That the caloric 
intake of the average man's diet is higher in Britain than in 
the United States, the richest nation on earth? 


It's hard to think of a single aspect in human affairs in 
which we Canadians couldn’t profit by just trying-to catch up 
with Britain, 


Her television and radio programs make ours seem 
pathetic, tasteless, merchandising side-shows for the lowest 
common denominator. 


Her worst newspapers are marginally worse than our 
worst, but her best are the best in the world. The significant 
circulation gains have been made by the quality papers. 
Which says something, too, for the quality of the British 
reader,

She has never in her history been more influential in the 
arts. The lesson would be clear to us, at a time when public 
money in Canada for subsidies has become a trickle, if our 
view were not distorted, What critic Harold. Hobson calls “the 
soclalist-nationalized enterprises,’ including the National 
Theatre, the Royal Shakespeare Theatre and other generously 
supported creative groups, have brought unprecedented 
achievements. 


In her health services, sorely hampered by the desertion 
of so many of the people she’s trained and the inheritance of 
outmoded hospitals (a hospital has to be torn down, in effect, 
for every one that's built), she has set a pattern for the 
world. The immigrant British doctor will tell you differently. 
Don't believe him. I went through that system, as a patient, 
and marvelled at its thoroughness and the selfless dedication 
of those who work within it. 


In education she’s plunging boldly into experiments and 
programs that are revolutionary. When the Jeremiahs bleat 
éfthe class system—and bleat they do—it’s well to remember 
that four out of every five students in Britain's universities 
today are the children of parents who left school at the age of 
15 or younger. 


There is, too — and perhaps this is most-important of all 
—the quality of life in Britain which, I must say, is infinitely 
richer than that of Canada. 


A veteran Italian correspondent in London whom I 
admire, Riccardo Aragng, of La Stampa, puts it this way: 

“There is in the air of these islands a strong suspicion 
that many of the novelties of this modern age may prove to 
be thalidomides of individual freedom. There is an instinctive 
resistance to an indiscriminate increase in the standard of 
living if it means changing a philosophy of life. People recoil 
from the threat of conformism, materialism and money. It 
makes life in this country more pleasant, more meaningful 
and more civilized than in most other places.” 


Certainly.a Canadian coming home from Britain is 
enthralled with the vitality and challenges of his native land. 
He may, without regret, take his place in the lemminglike 
pursuit of whatever it is we’re supposed to be after. But he

Levesque, leader of the 
Parti Quebecois, said party 
ranks have been swelling 
since the spring election in

Quebec. But he forecast 
waning enthusiasm for the 
ballot-box method of sepa- 
rating Quebec from the rest 
of Canada if it is not 
accomplished in the 1973 or 
1974 election. 

“That will be a straight two- 
party fight, between the 
Liberals and us,” Levesque 
told a full house of 900 at 
Uvie. “The Liberals are defi- 
nitely for federalism, and we 
want out.

“Tf we lose again it will 
shatter something, especially 
for the thousands of young 
Quebecers who support us, 
Disintegration could set in. 

“Tf we have to let go of our 
identity, we might as well 
join our really big brother 
instead of our little one.” 

He said. a surge of violence 
would result from the “dis- 
gust” of young Quebecers -at 
another election defeat for 
separatism. This would be 
followed by gradual assimila- 
tion by the United States. 

A poll of Quebec youths had 
shown, he said, that 80 per 


cent would prefer to work in 
the U.S. rather than in Can- 
ada outside Quebec. 

“Quebecers have always 
felt more at ease among 
Americans than they have in 
Canada outside Quebec.” 

Levesque’s ‘two-year-old 
Parti Quebecois took 24 per 
cent of the popular vote in the 
last Quebec election, but sent 
only seven members to the 
108-seat legislature. 


Levesque, 48, was person- 
ally beaten at the polls. He 
said he would decide after a 
meeting of his party execu- 
tive at the end of this month 


Quebec Social Credit party as 
half-baked. “You've got ‘em 
here, so you know what I 
mean.” 


And he rejected Premier 
Bennett's claim. that Quebec 
is getting a better deal from 
Ottawa than British Columbia.

It's Time to Leave 
‘Stagnant State’

thinks Victoria should have a 
harbor commission. 


He also said in an interview 
it is time Victoria moved out 
of its “kind of stagnant’’ 
state. 

The PCA began its 57th 
annual meeting in the 
Empress Hotel today.

Blake, born and raised in 
Victoria, has served on the 
Port Alberni Harbor Com- 
mission since 1947. 


SETTLED FOR PARKS 


He’s confident Victoria can 
only gain from having a 
harbor ‘commission, even if 
the volume of international 
shipping traffic makes it. the 
sixth or seventh major port in 
B.C. Port Alberni is the third. 

“There are so many other 
things involved, particularly 
pollution, Take the North 


Fraser Harbor Commission, 
as an example, which has 900

If the lye and fat did not 
combine, and the soap looks

Add three pints of water,

constantly. Let it simmer 
slowly until the mixture is of 
thick consistency again. 

Pour into mold and allow to 
stand for at least three days 
before cutting. The extra time 
keeps it from crumbling.

FACES STRAIT 

The, totem raised Saturday 
towered majestically above 
the other poles in the Indian 
cemetery in Alert Bay facing 
Broughton Strait. 

Carved by Chief Martin's 
son-indaw Henry Hunt and 
grandson Tony in Victoria, 
the totem's four figures told 
the story of the Kwakiutl 
‘Chief's lineage and place 
among his people, 

On top. of the totem was the 
mythical bird, Kolus, a kin to 
the thunderbird. Kwakiuti 
chief James Sewid told the 
gathering of several hundred 
Indians 


and white peojile 
from all over’ ' Vancouver 
Island that Kolus once 


arrived at Viner Sound,’ built 
a house and founded the 
family from which Mungo 
Martin descended 


Chief James King from the 
Hakwamees tribe at King- 
come Inlet explained the | 
second figure, which _ was 
Tseakami (Cedar Man), a 
great cedar tree that eventu- 
ally became a man.

This figure holds a talking 
stick and a copper, a 
Kwakiutl symbol of wealth. 
Tseakami was a crest a

For the first two or even three years, results may be 
poor’ as regards flowering but good foliage will soon produce 
a more extensive root system if watering is adequate during 
spring ahd summer.

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_ISSAKSSON NARROWLY MISSES SHOT AT WORLD MARK 


Record Effort by Swedish Vaulter H 


By STEVE HUME 


An attempt at the world 
record in the pole vault 
highlighted the second half of 
a tri-nation track and field 
meet between Canada, 
Sweden and Norway Sunday 
at Centennial Stadium. 

Kjell Issaksson, a rangy 
blond who holds the Swedish 
national record, soared to the 
highest point of his sports 
career with a jump that 
electrified 2,000 spectators. 

All events but the pole vault 
were over, and Issaksson was 
taking ‘his third and final 


crack at 17'74". 


Starting his approach from 
20 yards beyond the runway, 


the Swedish athlete came 
down like a sprinter, got a 
tremendous~‘snap out of his 
fibre-glass pole — and

The 
former mark of 266’7" was 
set in 1967 by Hundary’s 
Gergeley Kulcsaf at Montreal. 

And Swedish sprinter Karin 
Lundgren was the other open 
record braker, winning the 
400-metre race in 53,2 
seconds. Her time lopped a 
half second off a mark she 
set in Montreal in 1967. 

Yvonne Saunders, of Mont- 
real, established a Canadian 


native record in that race 
with a time of 54.0 seconds. 

She eclipsed the 54.3 set by 
Anne Covell of Richmond in 
the Mexico Olympics. 

Ray Varey of Hamilton, 
who finistied third in the 
steeplechase, still managed to 
crack his own Canadian 
native mark with an 8:42.8 
clocking. 

Staale Engen of Norway 
won in the time of 8:40.6.

—Great as Ever

Would you hold still for just one more piece 
about Britain and then—honest!—we'll get back to 
more immediate things. ? 


As a confirmed, card-carrying Anglophile, you 
gee, I’ve been perplexed and appalled, in the year 
since we came back home, by the prevailing 
Canadian outlook on Britain. 


Wherever I’ve been, from Toronto to Sooke, there’s 2 
cockeyed notion that the United Kingdom ig on the skids, a 
crippled, toothless lion, a nation sinking, giggling, beneath the 
waves, There’s a curiously condescending, Superior feeling 
that life here in North America is somehow richer, more 
progressive, more meaningful than it is in those islands. And 
nothing could be more wrong. 


Some of the blame, if not most of 


immigrant who, perhaps justifying his 
decision, is ever ready to lacerate his 
native land, often savagely. I’ve met 
them ‘in Toronto, in Vancouver, in 
Victoria. I’m trying very hard not to 
meet any more. 

Some of the blame falls, too,/on the 
news media ‘where there’s an habitual 
disproportionate play om, any London- 
datelined report that smacks of doom 
and. gloom..

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PIONEERING SURGEON SAYS ‘YES’ 
Heart Transplants: Are They Ethical? 


By CHRISTIAAN N. BARNARD 


News coverage of heart transplantation in the 
popular mass media has been widespread, enthus- 
iastic and, unfortunately, too often sensational and 
misleading. 


It has been mis- 
conceived in certain 
sections of the public 
both as a panacea and 
as an unethical and 
unjustified form ..of 
treatment. Neither 
assertion is accurate, 


From ‘the. first 
heart transplant in 
1967 until April 1970, 
159 heart grafts had 
been performed. These 
operations were car- 
ried out in 20 different

countries by 59 teams. But toward the end of 


disappointing results. Some 65 per cent of the 
recipients died within the first three months of the 


operation and almost half of the suggigors died 
within the next three months. Only.7 nt lived 


with the new heart more than a year and 1 per cent 
more than 18 months. 


Yet, the underlying cause of both sharp rise 
and sharp decline is-the lack of understanding of 
what — at our present stage of knowledge — heart 
transplantation has to offer dying patients: not a 
new and healthy life, but only a prolongation of life 
and alleviation of suffering. 


A patient chosen for cardiac transplant is a 
desperately sick man. He is beyond help of 
conventional therapy. He has reached the 
terminal stages of his disease. Heart transplanta- 
tion may ease and alleviate suffering while 
extending his life but with our present limited 
knowledge it is not a cure. 


Approximately half of the mortally ill patients 
selected for heart transplantation suffered from 
coronary artery disease. Cardiomyopathy (disease 


The only treatment available was human-to-human 
heart transplant. 


My collaborators and I performed~ this 
operation on five patients, Three of them survived 


gained experience and knowledge that was com-

Dr. Christiaan

written this article to set the record straight from the 
standpoint of his profession, medically and ethically. 
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not through the surgical experience, but because of 
rejection of the new heart by the body ofthe 
recipient. or, because of the toxic effect of drugs 
used to fight this rejection. 


We do-not understand fully why the*human 
body not only refuses to accept, but actually 
attacks an organ grafted to it, We have learned 
through experience that some drugs, properly 
administered, can suppress this immunological 
attack, But our present knowledge of the 
suppression mechanism is limited. Until the 
problem of rejection is solved we must accept the 
transplantation as palliative therapy — the therapy 
that provides relief and alleviation of sufféring — 
but not a final cure. 


Since organ transplantation has evoked such 
mixed and even violent reaction it is worthwhile to 
explore the ethics governing it by examining the

Dear Old Britain 


—Great as Ever 


By Jack Scott 


Would you hold still for just one more piece 
about Britain and then—honest!—we'll get back to 
more immediate things. 


.As a confirmed, card-carrying Anglophile, you 
see, I’ve been perplexed and appalled, in the year 
since we came back home, by the prevailing 
Canadian outlook on Britain. : 


Wherever I’ve been, from Toronto to Sooke, there’s a 
cockeyed notion that the United Kingdom is on the skids, a 
crippled, toothless lion, a nation sinking, giggling, beneath the 
waves. There’s a curiously condescending, superior feeling 
that life here in North America is somehow richer, more 
progressive, more meaningful than it is in those islands, And 
nothing.could be more wrong. 


Some of the blame, if not most of 
it, must be put on the successful British 
immigrant who, perhaps justifying his 
decision, is ever ready to lacerate his 
native land, often savagely. I've met 
them in’ Toronto, in Vancouver, in 
Victoria. I’m trying very hard not to 
meet any more. 

Some of the blame falls, too, on the 
news media where there's an habitual 
disproportionate play on any London- 
datelined report that smacks of doom 
and gloom. This originates, to some 
extent, in London where, until the 
election of Edward Heath, so much of 
the anti-Labor, anti-Wilson press was 
self-denigrating, hand-wringing and 
breast-beating. 


It was David Frost, a bright Englishman who caricatures 
himself on American television, who put his finger on this. 


Noting the prevailing mood of the- pundits to picture 
Britain as the crumbling ruins of a derelict empire with a 
doubtful currency and a Royal Mint with a hole in the 
middle, he marvelled: “Yet, if you look around England, 
what do you see? Full stomachs, smiling faces and a general 
sense of the mid<lay sun. Expenditure in the shops last 
Christmas reached an historic peak which will almost 
certainly be topped this Christmas. Estate agents report a 
strong market for houses over $25,000.” 


There—and here—the classic journalistic coverage of 
Britain today is the continuing fiscal economic problem. It is 
a genuine problem, true enough. Wilson’s devaluation of the 
pound clearly demonstrated that. Yet the deeper, surely more 
significant story is the recovery that Britain has made and is 
making and the self-evident fact that, with admission into the 
European Common Market, she’s poised for a great thrust 
forward in-the 70s.

I was working down the hall in The Times building from 
the office of the Christian Science Monitor, a good paper, 
when the senior correspondent, John Allan May, headed a 
team of writers in an exhaustive study of Britain. May’s 
conelusion struck me as the truest thing about the U.K. to 


‘ appear in a North American newspaper. 


“T must say it’s been quite an eye-opener,” he concluded. 
“As we all know, Great Britain spent virtually its entire 
accumulated treasure in fighting the Second World War, part 
of the time almost alone. Now it has built it all up again. Its 
roads are crammed with 10 million private cars. Its people 
have $60 billion’on short-term deposit in banks and finance 
houses. Its export record is second only to West Germany’s, 
and its import record is second to none. ‘It provides jobs for 
25 million people. Its international investments are enormous. 
Even its banks have 4,300 international branches. Yet Britain 
is supposed to be broke!’’ 


How many Victorians, I wonder, exposed ‘to those who 
have left Britain, are aware of this? How many, I wonder, 
realize that poverty, as a statistically definable way of life, is 
more prevalent in Canada than in Britain? That 
unemployment percentages which would bring down a British 
government are placidly accepted here? That the caloric 
intake of the average man's diet is higher in Britain than in 
the United States, the richest nation on earth? 


It's hard to think of a single aspect in human affairs in 
which we Canadians couldn’t profit by just trying to catch up 
with Britain. 


Her television and radio programs make ours seem 
pathetic, tasteless, merchandising side-shows for the lowest 
common denominator. 


Her worst newspapers are marginally worse than our 
worst, but her best are-the best in the world. The significant 
circulation ‘gains have ‘been made “by the quality papers. 
Which says something, too, for the quality of the British 
reader,

She has never in her history been more influentia) in the 
arts. The lesson would be clear to us, at a time when public 
money in Canada for subsidies has become a trickle, if our 
view were not distorted. What critic Harold Hobson calls ‘the 
socialist-nationalized enterprises,” including the National 
Theatre, the Royal Shakespeare Theatre and other generously 
supported creative groups, have brought unprecedented 
achievements. 


In her health services, sorely hampered by the desertion 
of_so many of the people she’s trained and the inheritance of 
outmoded hospitals (a hospital has to be torn down, in effect, 
for every one that’s built), she has set a pattern for the 
world.

It has been mis- 
conceived. -in . certain 
sections of the public 
both asa panacea and 
as an unethical . and 
unjustified form of 
treatment.

A patient chosen for cardiac transplant is a 
desperately sick man. He is beyond help of 
conventional therapy. He has reached the 
terminal stages of his disease. Heart transplanta- 
tion may ease and alleviate suffering while 
extending his life, but with our present limited 
knowledge it is not a cure. 


Approximately half of the mortally ill patients 
selected for- heart transplantation suffered from 
coronary artery disease. Cardiomyopathy (disease 
of the heart muscle) and heart-valve disease each 
accounted for about 20 per cent, while 10’per cent 
had incurable defects from birth. In each case they 
were victims of such over-all heart damage that 
ultimate failure of the human pump was inevitable.

Blaiberg’s daughter Jill has charged that he lived 
a life of hell because of the transplant. Dr. Christiaan 
Barnard, the surgeon responsible for the transplant, has 
written this article to set the record straight from the 
standpoint of his profession, medically and ethically.

Patients with transplanted hearts have died - 
not through the surgical experience, but because of © § 
rejection of the new heart by the body of the 
recipient, or because of the toxic effect of drugs 
used to fight this rejection. 


We do not understand fully why the human 
body not only refuses to accept, but actually 
attacks an organ grafted to it. We have learned 
through .experience that some drugs, properly 
administered, can suppress this immunological 
attack. But our present knowledge of* the 
suppression mechanism is limited. Until the 
problem of rejection is solved we must accept the 
transplantation as palliative therapy — the therapy 5 
that provides relief and alleviation of suffering — , | 
but not.a final cure.

U.S. Troops Placed on Alert 


WASHINGTON (Reuters). — The United 
States has placed military units at home and 
abroad on alert for a possible evacuation of 
American citizens from Jordan, the defence 
department announced today. : 

Spokesman Jerry W. Friedheim said troops in 
the United States and West Germany have been 
placed. on alert in what he described as “an 
increased readiness.” 


Army, navy, marine and air force units are 
involved in the alert for possible movement to the 
Middle East, he added. 

The major unit involved in the United States is 
the 82nd Airborne Division at Fort Bragg, N.C. 


Friedheim said C-141 jet transports were 
arriving at airfields there for the possible airlift of 
the division.
